Forty-Second Annual Session 


WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

At the hour of nine o’clock, the bell of Shady Grove Prim- 
itive Baptist church rang out welcome. Ministers and delegates 
came from all directions from their different fields of labor and 
crowded the church, with their hearts filled with joy and glad- 
ness, thanking God for sparing them to meet once more in an 
annual association to render report for their year’s work. 

Rev. T. E. Davenport, Moderator, being absent. Rev. A. 
S. Edwards of Miami, called the house to order and sang hymn 
No. 141, “J^sus, Thou art a Sinner’s Friend,” then read the 4th 
chapter of Paul’s first letter to Corinthians, and Rev. J. Mul- 
bery prayed a soul-stirring prayer. Then the congregation sang 
hymn No. 163, then Rev. S. L. Ross, chief evangelist, filled the 
chair and Rev. W. H. Tilman, master of ceremonies, led the 
program. The choir sang a selection, then Rev. Tilmon intron 
duced Hon. Rev. Matthew Maderson^ mayor of the city of 
Gainesville, who made an able address of welcome in behalf of 
the city. 

The address was grand, one long to be remembered. The 
speaker said that he was mayor of a city of a population more 
than eight thousand people and half that number are colored 
people and they have proven to be very good, law-abiding citi- 
zens. The speech caused great applause and created great en- 
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thusiasm. Then the choir sang a selection. Rev. A. S. Edwards 
responded to the welcome address, which was grand and caused 
great applause. 

Then Rev. Matthews, Pastor of Spring Hill Missionary 
Baptist Church, made an address of welcome in behalf of city 
churches. The address was a grand one and highly appreciated 
by the session. Then Rev. J. L. Ervin of the missionary church 
made a speech of welcome. Rev. H. Edwards responded to the 
welcome address, then Rev. G. W. Hawkins, Presiding Elder 
of Dunellon district of A. M. E. church, spoke some words of 
welcome and Rev. J. H. Hays and Rev. J. M. Ginkins spoke 
some words of interest which were heartily accepted. 

Then Rev. Tilmon, the pastor, made a welcome address in 
behalf of Shady Grove Primitive Baptist church, which was 
very pointed and enthusiastic. Then Rev. T. Gurley of Tampa, 
the Primitive giant, made the closing response, which caused 
great applause. 

Then Rev. T. E. Davenport, Moderator, filled the chair. 

/The house took up the rules of order. Rev. J. Mulbery was 
chosen to preach the introductory sermon, assisted by Rev. F. R. 
Miller, who sang hymn No. 520. Rev. R. H. Edwards prayed. 
Rev. Mulbery read Scripture lesson, 13th chapter of Hebrews, 
sang hymn No. 508, then announced his text as follows: ‘‘Let 
brotherly love continue,” Hebrews 13:1. Our Primitive 
father preached an able sermon and sat down in a storm 
of amens. Rev. Miller closed the services with some very pointed 
words and sang, “Come, Humble Sinner, in Whose Breast a 
thousand Thoughts Revolve,” then prayed. The moderator 
sang, “Brethren, We Have Met Again.”

After enrollment. Rev. R. H. Edwards moved that the 
house take up election of officers, by nomination. Rev. R. H. 
Edwards nominated for moderator Rev. T. E. Davenport, Rev. 
W. M. Fraser nominated Rev. T. Gurley. When the house 
voted. Rev. T. E. Davenport received the most votes, so was 
declared elected moderator. 

Then Rev. R. H. Edwards nominated Rev. B. D. O’Neil 
for secretary, Rev. S. L. Ross nominated Rev. G. S. Crawford. 
When the house voted. Rev. Crawford got the majority of votes 
and was so declared secretary of the association. 

Then by motion of Rev. R. H. Edwards Rev. W. H. Til- 
man was unamimously elected assistant secretary. 

Then on motion of Rev. Gurley the session had recess until 
three o’clock. Receipts, $17.25. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 

At the hour of three o’clock the moderator called the house 
to order and sang hymn No. 114. Rev. S. L. Ross prayed, 
Rev. J. Mulbery read 4th chapter of II Corinthians for Scrip- 
ture lesson. Then the house sang hymn No. 73, and the mod- 
erator declared the house opened and ready for business. After 
roll call, the minutes of the morning session were read, and by 
motion were received with necessary corrections. 

Then by motion of Rev. T. Gurley the house selected a 
treasurer to hold Ministers’ Sinking Fund money during the ses- 
sion, Rev. Gurley, treasurer. By riiotiori of Brother D. D. Mon- 
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roe, the second seat in the house shall be the bar for ministers 
and delegates. Then by motion of Rev. R. H. Edwards a com- 
mittee of three was appointed on preaching, W. H. Tilmaii, 
R. H. Edwards, J. Mulbery. 

The house called for applications to join the association 
and Rev. J. S. Thomas, who had been suspended from the as- 
sociation, came forward and acknowledged his faults and asked 
the session’s pardon for his error. By motion of Rev. A. S. 
Edwards his pardon was granted, and he was restored to mem- 
bership again by receiving the right hand of fellowship. 

Then by motion of Rev. B. D. O’Niel the rule was waived, 
and a committee of three was appointed on finance ; Rev. B. D. 
O’Niel, J. G. Washington, H. R. Stevenson. Then the com- 
mittee on preaching reported preaching at 7:30 by Rev. J. G. 
Washington, assisted by Rev. Fraser. By motion the session 
had recess till Thursday morning, 9 o’clock. Receipts, $8.25. 

WEDNESDAY EVENING, 7:30 

Brother A. C. Scury led a soul-stirring prayer meeting. 
Four or five very earnest prayers were offered and the Holy 
Ghost filled the temple and our hearts rejoiced in our God. 
Then the moderator introduced Rev. J. G. Washington and Rev. 
Fraser, speakers for the hour. Rev. Washington read the 125th 
Psalm for Scripture lesson. 

Rev. Fraser sang 140, then Rev. Washington announced 
his text as follows; “They that trust in the Lord shall be as 
Mount Zion, which cannot be removed, but abideth forever,’’ 
Psalm 125;!. The sermon was grand; the whole congregation 
rejoiced as the man of God preached the Gospel. Rev. Fraser 
concluded the sermon and sang hymn No. 275. Rev. Cromartie 
set the camp on fire with a prayer that, if possible, would have 
raised the dead. 

A collection of was raised and the moderator pro- 

nounced the benediction. 

THURSDAY MORNING. 

At the hour of nine o clock the moderator called the house 
to order and sang hymn No. 330. Rev. J. S. Thomas, the prod- 
igal son, prayed. Rev. O’Niel read the 7th chaptered Paul’s 
letter to the Romans. The moderator sang hymn No 272 and 
announced the house opened and ready for business. 
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After roll call the minutes of previous meeting were read 
and by motion of Rev. A. S. Edwards were received, with nec- 
essary corrections. Then the house called for report of Execu- 
tive Board. They not being ready to report, the session granted 
them time to get their report ready. Then by motion of Rev. 
O'Niel a committee of seven was appointed on investigation : 
Rev. B. D. O’Niel, G. W. Luke, W. T. Johnson, H. R. Steven- 
son, G. W. Davis, J. Mulbery, R. H. Edwards, committee. By 
motion of Rev. A. S. Edwards a committee of five was appointed 
on education (see report). By motion of Rev. S. W. Watkins 
a committee of five was appointed on deceased ministers and 
deacons, committee. Rev. S. W. Watkins, F. R. Miller, J. H. 
Macmahand, J. S. Anderson, John Plumer. By motion of Rev. 
D. D. Monroe, a committee of three was appointed on time and 
place. Committee, D. D. Monroe, W. T. Johnson, John Plumer. 
By motion of Rev. J. S. Thomas, a committee was apj?ointed 
to select delegates to visit sister associations. J. S. Thomas,, 
H. T. Clark, A. C. Scury, P. W. Adams, R. W. Williams, 
committee. By motion of Rev. O’Niel a committee of seven 
was appointed to select the next Executive Board. Rev. 
B. D. O’Niel, T. Gurley, E. R. Richerson, W. M. Fraser, J. B. 
Gibson, Jackson Stantly, committee. By motion of Rev. A. S. 
Edwards, a committee of five was appointed on temperance: 
Rev. A. k Edwards, C. B. McCarthy, A. H. McMahand, James 
Fisher, W. M. Horn, committee. Then the rule was waived 
and on motion of Rev. J. S. Thomas a committee of three was 
appointed on disbursements, J. S. Thomas, T. Gurley, J. B. 
Gibson. Then by motion of Rev. Gurley, Rev. Mulbsry was 
selected to receive all education moneys, and Brother John Plu- 
mer, secretary of same. 

After reading a few church letters, by motion, the session 
had recess till two o’clock in the afternoon. 

Receipts, $8.25. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 

At two o’clock Rev. T. Gurley, Acting Moderator, called 
the house to order, sang hymn No. 518. Rev. G. W. Luke 
prayed, the Moderator read 122nd Psalm for scripture lesson, 
sang hymn No. 476 and announced the house open and ready 
fcr biisine.ss. 

The minutes of forenoon session were read and by motion 
of Rev. A. S. Edwards they were received with necessary cor- 
rection. Reading church letters continued, then after all thf 
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church reported the committee on preaching at 7.30 by Rev. M. 
C. Carter, assisted by Rev. R. W. Williams. 

Then by motion the session had recess, to meet again Fri- 
day morning, 9:30 o’clock. 

Receipts, $79.25. 

THURSDAY EVENING, 7 130. 

Brother I. S. Jackson conducted a . lively prayer service 
which was grand and the Holy Ghost was present with us. The 
Moderator asked the congregation to give a liberal collection 
which amounted to $4.25. Then the Moderator introduced Rev. 
M. C. Carter and Rev. R. W. Williams, speakers for the hour. 
This being communion service, those “Primitive gospel war- 
horses” preached until the whole audience could feel that the 
Holy Spirit was present. 

Rev Carter read a part of the 13th chapter of St. John’s 
Gospel for scripture lesson. Rev Williams sang hymn No. 54, 
then Rev. Carter announced his text from the 13th chapter of 
St. John, i8th verse, “He that eateth bread with me hath lifted 
up his heel against me.” The sermon was grand. The speaker 
related the living story of Jesus washing the saints’ feet, which 
was left as an example for us to follow, by washing each others 
feet . Rev. Williams closed the sermon with some pointed words 
which helped to stir the c£unp with power of the gospel. 

Then all the ministers and delegates assembled in the bar 
for communion. Rev. Carter, acting pastor, dressed in a white 
robe, broke the bread and poured the wine, and Rev. J B Gib- 
son prayed the consecration prayer. Rev. Gurley, and others, 
acting demons, fed the brothers by passing the bread and wine 
around. Then the brothers girded themselves with a towel and 
washed each other’s feet, and the service closed with a great 
hand shaking, and a jubilee shout. ‘^If ye know these things, 
happy are ye if ye do them.” Jolm 13 ay. 

FRIDAY MORNING. 

At the hour of 9:30, R^. T. Gurley, acting Moderator, 
called the house to order and sang hymn No 477 Rev H T 
Clark prayed, then the 6th chapter of Matthew was read for 
senpture lesson, then sang hymn No. 553 and announced the 
house open and ready for business. The Secreta;fy read the 
minutes of previous session and by motion of Rev R H Ed- 
wards, the minutes were received with necessary correction 
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Rev. N. N. Nathan, corresponding delegate from west 
Florida Association, was introduced to the session and by mo- 
tion of' Rev. J. S. Thomas he was received. Rev. J. E. Gardner 
of the A. M. E. Church was introduced to the session and spoke 
some encouraging words which were heartily received, then ap- 
plications to join the association were called for. Rev. Rolen 
Johnson, Rev. Richard Johnson, C. McCoy, Rev. E. Baggs, and 
Rev. E. Torance came forward to join. By motion of Rev. G. 
S. Crawford, they were received and given the right hand of 
fellowship. By motion of Rev. S. L. Ross, the rule was waived, 
and the action of the last association, which met at Martell, was 
repealed and all the brothers that were granted letters of dis- 
mission to form another association were received back to the 
association again. Then Rev. J. B. Taylor of the central Flori- 
da association was heartily received as corresponding delegate. 
By motion the session had recess till two o’clock. 

Receipts, $5,00. 

FRIDAY AFTERNOON. 

At two o’clock Rev. T. Gurley, Acting Moderator, called 
the house to order and sang hymn No. 353. Rev. S. W. Wal- 
kins prayed, then the Moderator read the i6th Psalm for Scrip- 
ture lesson and sang No. 112, then announced the house open 
and ready for business. 

The clerk read the minutes of the morning session. By 
motion these were received with correction. Rev. P, Mclntire 
asked the association to grant him a letter of recommendation, 
as he was going to the state of Georgia to live. By motion of 
Rev. Crawford, the letter was granted. By motion of Rev. Y. 
F. Ford, Rev. R. Denson of the Antioch Association was re- 
ceived as member of the association and given the right hand of 
fellowship. Then the executive board reported that peace and 
harmony existed all the year over the entire district. By motion 
of Rev. C. Bi McCarthy, the report was received. The com- 
mittee on preaching reported preaching at 7:30 by Rev. S, C. 
Cromartie, assisted by Rev. P. W. Adonis. By motion of. Rev. 
P. Mclntire, the report was received, then by motion of Rev 
Gurley, the session had recess till 9:30 Saturday morning.. , 

Receipts, $40.20. 

FRIDAY EVENING, 7 :30 

Brother A. C. Sury conducted a lively prayer service:. The 
Holy Spirit was present and all the peopfe rejoiced The Mod- 
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erator sang a song, “I am Trusting in the Rock,” then introduced 
Rev. S. C. Cfomartie and Rev. J. A. Davis, speakers for the 
hour. Rev. Cromartie read a part of Paul’s letter to the Ro- 
mans. Rey. Davis sang hymn No. 364, “Father, I stretch my 
Hands to Thee.” Rev. Cromartie announced his text, “Nay, in 
all these things we are more than conquerors through him that 
loved us,” Romans 8:37. The sermon was one long to be re- 
membered. Rev. J. A. Davis closed the sermon and sang hymn 
No. 355. Rev. K. D. Davis prayed. The Moderator spoke 
some words which caused great rejoicing, and opened the door 
of the church for the reception of members. 

Rev. Ford and Rev. Cromartie lifted collection, $4.36. 
Dismission. 


SATURDAY MORNING, 9:30. 

The Moderator called the house to order and sang hymn 
No. 31' Rev. N. N. Nathan prayed. Rev. T. Gurley read a part 
of the 15th chapter of Romans for Scripture lesson. The Mod- 
erator sang hymn No. 35 and announced the house open and 
ready for business. 

The secretary then called the roll and read the minutes of 
previous meeting. By motion of Rev. McMahan they were re- 
ceived with corrections. Churches still reporting by letter. By 
motion, the money reported from the church at Lakeland was 
divided, one dollar to education work, and balance to the asso- 
ciation. 

By motion of Rev. Gurley, a new Presbytery was appointed. 
Rev. K D. Davis, S. L. Ross, Y. F. Ford, J. Muibery. and R H. 
Edwards, Presbytery. 

Committee ^ time and place reported that the next session 
will be held in Tampa, Fla., with the New Salem Church on 
Wednesday before the fourth Sunday in November, 1912 and 
Rev. G. W. Davis will preach the introductory sermon. 
Oommuttee on temperance reported. See report. Commit- 
tee on education reported. See report. The committee on 
deceased ministers and deacons reported that four deacons 
had died in the district during the year. The committee 
to select delegates to sister associations reported, and by motion 
of Rev. Torance, the report was received. See report. Com- 
mittee to select next executive board reported, see report. By 
motion of Kfv. R. H Edwards, the association dissolved into a 
committee of the whole. By motion of Rev. J. G. Washington, 
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the same officers presided. By motion of Rev. T. Gurley, the 
bill for printing credentials was paid, then by motion of 
Rev. Ford, the Moderator and as many ministers as will go 
will meet at Mt. Moriah Church, Tampa, Wednesday before the 
fourth Sunday in January. By motion of Rev. B. D. O’Niel, 
the session had recess until two o’clock. 

Receipts, $26.60. 

SATURDAY AFTERNOON. 

At 2 130 Rev. B. D. O’Niel called the house to order and 
sang hymn No. 362. Rev. R. H. Edwards prayed. The loth 
chapter of Romans was read, then Rev. O’Niel announced the 
house open and ready for business. 

Rev. S. L. Ross, chief evangelist, submitted his annual re- 
port, See report. The treasurer reported that he had in hand 
the church manuals and $3.00 in money. The Ministers’ Sink- 
ing Fund treasurer reported $27,00 and $27.00 not reported. 
Then by motion of Rev. Edwards, the treasurer was allowed 
thirty days to send the balance of the money to the next 
treasurer. 

Rev. A. S. Edwards promised the session that he would 
pay to the Sunday School convention the $20.00 which he owes 
the convention, and by motion of Rev. S. L. Ross the session 
agreed to allow Rev. Edwards until the next convention to pay 
the twenty dollars, and if he fails to do according to his prom- 
ise he shall be silent until the same is paid. 

By motion of Rev. J. A. Davis, the session agreed to pay 
Rev. Gurley for the three hundred copies of ministers’ licenses 
which he had printed, and that they be left in the hands of the 
evangelist. 

Rev. K. D. Davis, chairman of the board of trustees of 
the college at Tallahassee, reported that all of debt on the college 
has been paid with the exception of $68.48. 

By motion of Rev. G. S. Crawford, Rev. Ford of Tampa 
was re-elected treasurer of the association. Next was election 
of treasurer of Ministers’ Sinking Fund. Rev. Ford nominated 
Rev. B. D. O’Niel. Rev. Watkins nominated Rev. J. B. Gibson, 
and Rev. Gurley nominated Rev. G. W. Davis.. Rev. O’Niel 
got one vote. Rev. Gibson 17 and Rev. G. W. Davis 18. Rev. 
Davis was declared treasurer. 

By orders of the session. Rev. J. S. Anderson was ad- 
mitted to Presbytery for examination for ordination. Then the 
finance committee reported as follows:

The committee on preaching 
reported as f ollow« : Preaching at, 7 :30 by Rev. Denson, as- 
sisted by Rev. H. T. Clark ; the memorial sermon to be preached 
at 1 1 130 by Rev. J. B. Gibson and Rev. R. H. Edwards ; the 
doctrinal sermon to be preached at 3 :oo o’clock by Rev. G. S. 
Crawford and Rev. Ford ; the closing sermon at 7 :30 o’clock by 
Rev. T. E. Davenport and Rev. S. L. Ross. Preaching at Mt. 
Moriah Missionary Baptist Church, i i o’clock. Rev. Cromartie; 
at 7 -.30 Rev. J. G. Washington. 
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Then by motion of Rev. D. D. Monroe the session had re- 
cess till Sunday morning. 

SATURDAY EVENING 7:30. 

Brother Dave Ordly conducted a lively prayer service, then 
Rev. J. S. Thomas introduced Rev. R. Denson and Rev. H. T. 
Clark as speakers for the hour. 

Rev. Denson sang a hymn, “I Heard theVoice of Jesus Say, 
Come unto Me and Rest,” and announced his text, “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked, for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap,” 6th chapter Galatians, 7th verse. The ser- 
mon was grand and greatly enjoyed by all who heard it. Rev. 
Clark concluded by singing hymn No. 345. Rev. S. B. Taylor 
prayed. Dismission. 

SUNDAY MORNING. 

Rev. A. S. Edwards, acting superintendent, conducted a 
very interesting Sunday School, which began at 9:30. The 
lesson was taught very interestingly. Rev. Davis and others 
spoke some words of interest to the School, advising them to 
continue to work for the advancement of Sunday School work. 
Rev. Davis also spoke instructive words to ministers who fail 
to attend Sunday School. Then the choir sang a beautiful se- 
lection and the School closed for morning service. 

At the hour of ii o’clock Rev. Denson opened service by 
singing a hymn. Rev. G. W. Davis prayed. Rev. T. Gurley 
introduced Rev. J. B. Gibson and Rev. R. H. Edwards to preach 
the memorial sermon of four Deacons, Thomas Gilbert and Gabe 
Johnson, of Ormond, and Deacon Thomas and McMention of 
Tampa.
